Applicants' 
arguments (see Remarks pages 13-15) that the solutions of releasing agent provided in 
Kwamoto being non-aqueous solutions and adding water to the releasing agents having 
hydrolysable functional group in Kwamoto rendering unsatisfactory modification are 
persuasive. Prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a method of depositing 
releasing agent on a surface of a workpiece comprising steps for, among others, 
providing a solution comprising the releasing agent and water (placing the workpiece in 
an aqueous solution containing a release agent) and providing ultrasonic or cavitation 
energy to the solution to coat the release agent to the workpiece surface.
